The  Uest  Riding  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
treatment  of  tuberculosis,  including  the  allowances  scheme,  and  for 
the  treatment  of  venereal  disease,  including  the  traoeing  of  contacts, 
and  the  follow-up  of  defaulters.  The  County  Council  are  also  the 
Welfare  Authority,  under  their  scheme  diphtheria  immunisation  are 
performed  both  at  the  Child  Welfafe  Clinic,  and  also  by  the  family 
practitioner.  It  is  estimated  that  over  jOfo  of  the  child  population 
has  now  been  immunised.  Th^^eo  houses  v/cre  disiii^estod  by  the 
Hydrogen  Cyani<3.e  method  during  the  year. 

In  August  1946,  a  military  camp  v;hich  was  unoccupied 
on  the  Otloy  Showground  was  entered  by  squatters,  who  have 
remained  in  the  huts  ever  since.  This  has  been  a  cause  of  anxiety  to 
the  Public  Health  Officers,  as  neither  the  water-supply  nor  the 
sanitation  were  adequate.  However,  Els^n  Closets  and  wash-houses 
have  been  provided,  and  I  am  able  to  stal^e  that  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  there  has  been  no  oxcesive  disease,  very  careful  watch  on  the 

sanitary  conditions  has  been  maintained  both  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  the  Surveyor,  In  addition,  by  direction  of  the  Council,  any  hut 
vacated  is  demolished.
